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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 8, 10, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Moss et al 
(6,442,262). 

Consider claim 8, 10, 12. Moss'262 teaches a signaUng system for performing call set up 
processing in a communication system, comprising a LIDB having subscriber records indicating 
telephone service subscription features (caller id and per-line blocking service; fig(s). 1, SCP 106 
in combination with databases 108 and 1 10; column(s) 2, line(s) 24-38; column(s) 5, line(s) 54- 
67); a first switching system (SSP 102) servicing a called telephone device (telephone 116) 
identifier in a call setup message (colunm(s) 2, line(s) 64 to column(s) 3, line(s) 12; terminating 
attempt trigger (TAT) in response to an initial address message (lAM) fi:om central office 114, 
colunm(s) 4, line(s) 48 to column(s) 5, line(s) 10), wherein the switching system, responsive to 
interrogating the LIDB (SCP 106 in combination with databases 108 and 1 10; column(s) 5, 
line(s) 1 1-67), determined the call setup message is to be forwarded and inserts caller ID 
information of the called telephone device into the caller ID field of the call setup message 
(column(s) 5, line(s) 1 1-67, especially the table in column(s) 5, hne(s) 35-43). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 9, 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moss et al 
(6,442,262) in view of Moss et al (6,449,351). 

Consider claim 9, 11. Moss'262 does not utilize calling party name field. However, 
Moss'351 teaches the well-known calling name delivery (CNAM), wherein the name of the 
calling party (or the caller id of the original called party as taught in Moss'271) is delivered 
instead of the telephone number of the calling party (see fig(s), 3-10 and their associated 
descriptions) for the purposes of providing helpful information that helps to recognize the calling 
party (colunm(s) 1, line(s) 10-20). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize the teachings of Moss'351 into the 
teachings of Moss'262 for the purposes mentioned above. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 1-7, 13-14 and 15-22 are allowed.
